MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 17.—Last nicht at 
19 o'clock the workers on the levee at Biggs, 
four miles helow Delta. La., were horrified 
to see a sudden bulge in their embankment. 
A small yellow stream began to trickle 
through the aperture, and a moment later 
there was a crash. The Loutsiana main 
levee system had at last succumbed to the 
fearful onslaught of the Mississipp! River. 
A general alarm was founded and the in- 
habitants of the vicinity began moving ileir 
most valuable effects. 

In thirty minutes the crevasse had in- 
“crensed in size from a dozen feet to fifty 
yards, and the water is pouring through 
the opening with fearful velocity. 

There is a strip of swamp about two 
miles wide immediately behind the levee 
where the break occurred, and beyond that 
are many of the (finest plantations in 
Northern Louisiana. Unless the crevasse 
can be stopped the overflowed area will in- 
clude the lower half of Madison Parish and 
all of Tensas and Concordia Parishes. 

The water will then flow into the Tensas 
River, and should that stream prove its in- 
ability to carry the great volume into the 
main channel, the flooded area will extend 
to Franklin and part of Catahoula Parish 
and take in the fifth district levee, where 
the board had concentrated nearly a thou- 
#and men along the line of levee adjacent 
to Biggs, this strip having been regarded 
as one of the weakest points in the entire 
System. The fertile lands that will be 
inundated are in the highest state of cul- 
tivation and the loss will be tremendous. 


VICKSBURG, Mias., April 17.—At 10:30 a. 
m. the town of Delta is more than half 
under water and its inundation will be en- 
tire befere dark 

The United States steamer Meigs arrived 
at lp. m. from the Biggs crevasse. Mr. 
Maxwell and Assistant Engineer H. B. 
Thompson were on board. They report the 
break 1,200 feet wide at 10:0 a.’ m. The 
State convicts, 380 in number, were al! safe- 
ly put on the steamer Natchez this morning 
for Baton Rouge. The United States steam- 
er Etheridge, with Assistant Engineer Hider 
on board, arrived at the break at noon and 
will remain there in the hope of saving peo- 
ple in danger of losing life.

The waves thrown by a passing towboat 
are supposed to have caused the disaster. 
A section fell out of the levee as soon as 
she passed. It remained only to save the 
laborers, which was done. ‘he water rushed 
through the gap fifteen or twenty feet 
deep, the levee being eighteen feet high, 
with a noise like thunder. The V., S. and 
: Railroad abandoned trains this morn- 
ng. 

It is hoped and believed that this break 
will relieve the levees above, but Cabin 
Teele levee was in great peril this morning. 
The extent of the disaster can ecarcely be 
overestimated, but life and stock are meas- 
urably out of danger, since warning was 
promptly given, 


GREENVILLE, Miss., April 17.~—The 
break in the Louisiana levee on Upper Ten- 
sas District, near Delta, which occurred 
last night, promises slight relief to the Ya- 
200-Mississippi delta by making another 
outlet for high water at Vicksburg. Those 
who appreciate the true condition at Cin-

The indictments charge that the five men 
named did on the lith day of April, 1897, 
unlawfully, corruptly and wickedly con- 
spire, combine, confederate and agree to- 
gether to attempt to bribe W. G.- Gossom, 
Nerge Clark and John H. Johns, members 
of the Legislature, and to offer them the 


sum of $5,000 each for the vile purpose of | 


securing and influencing them to cast their 
votes at the time and the manner pro- 
vided by law for election of W. Godfrey 
Hunter for United States Senator, and by 
such unlawful means to secure his election 
to the said office, against the peace and 
dignity of the Commonwealth of Kentucky. 

The witnesses named are John W. Gaines, 
Fred L, Godran, Mrs. Daisy Gaines, W. H. 
Clarke, Mrs. J. B. Lewis, Chas. Willis, 
John Stuart, D. R. Collier. 


The indictments were all included In one 
bill and were filed in court at 10:20 o'clock. 

Bench warrants will be issued returnable 
for the next term of court. Bail has been 
fixed at $250. Judge Cantrell said: ‘“‘It is 
not my purpose to try these cases until 
next term of court, but if the parties come 
into court and ask for immediate trial I 
will proceed with the cases if I have time 


during the present term. Otherwise the 
cases will go over until the September 
term.”’ 

John W. Rodman has been employed to 
defend Hunter. Wilson and Franks held a 
conference with them. Rodman went to the 
clerk's office with Geo. M. Thomas, Senator 
Dingus, Jones and other Hunter leaders. 
After a hasty conference the group hastened 
to Hunter's headquarters. James Andrew 
Scott has been employed to defend Gaines 
and Tanner. Hunter's friends seem rejoiced 
that perjury charges were not returned. 
The charge of conspiracy and attempt to 
bribe is a common law offense and the 
penalty ts fine and imprisonment in the dils- 
cretion of the jury. 

News of the indictment& at once became 
public and created the greatest indigna- 
tion among the Republicans, all of whom 
denounced it as a conspiracy among Frank- 
fort Democrats to defeat and humiliate 
Hiunter. They claimed that the indictments 
against Gaires and Tanner, the Democrats, 
were returned simply as “savers” to pre- 
vent the public generally from gaining the 
impression that the Grand-jury iad been 
made an engine of political persecut¢on, 
and that they would be dismissed at the 
first hearing on account of insufficient evi- 
dence, 


Chairman Jones of the Republican caucus 
said that it was a “diabolical and hellish 
conspiracy,’ and that the Republicans 
would disprove and resent it in proper spir- 
it. State Senator Deboe was of the same 
opinion, and not one of the Republican 
leaders hesitated to condemn the action of 
the Grand Jury as partisan and prejudiced. 

One of Hunter’s leaders said: “The in- 
dictment means the election of Henry L. 
Martin or Judge W. H. Holt to the United 
States Senate. This is straight.’ 

Dr. Hunter has at last rebelled against 
Hanna and his agent here, Mr. Samuel 
Taylor, of Ohio, and yesterday afternoon 
sent a request to Mr. Taylor that he leave 
Frankfort at once and not return to meddle 
in the Senatorial muddle. This was not 
done, however, until it became known 
that the Administration had withdrawn its 
support from Hunter and that it was the 
desire of Mr. Hanna that Hanter retire in 
favor of some other candidate who could 
unite the party. Then {t was that Dr. Hun- 
ter asked Mr. Taylor to leave. Mr. Taylor 
communicated with Mr. Hanna at once and 
was told to use his own discretion. He will 
remain at least for a time. 

In the House this morning Representative 
White offered a resolution inviting Wm. J

A SECTIONAL CIVIL SERVICE. 

Under the showing made by the Civil 
Service Commission, in its latest tabulat- 
ed statement, citizens of the District of 
Columbia are now holding 2,357 more 
Federal offices than the District is enti- 
ted to under its quota, The truth is 
that Washington has fully 3,000 more of- 
fices than it should have, as many Wash- 
ingtoniang in office are credited to States 
in which they never had a residence, 

This fact accounts for the strong Wash- 
ington prejudice for what is called Civil 
Service Reform, but which, as Washing- 
ton understands it, means nothing but 
life jobs for Washington people. Wash- 
ington not only wants all she can get out 
of the Government, but she wants a per- 
maneni office-holding class, not only lon 
cated there, but resident there, She wants 
as little as possible of the public reve. 
nues which come to Washington through 
taxation of the rest of the country, to be 
taken pway from Washington again for 
disbursement elsewhere. In consequence, 
Washington is first, last and all the time 
for Civil Service Reform, with fe tenure. 

The great State of Ilinoig holds, in the 
Federal service at Washington, nearly 
300 offices less than she is entitled to hola 
under her quota, This is not for want of 

eligities. There are thousands of Ii- 
noisans, who have passed creditable ex- 
aminations, now waiting for appoint.

Delaware has 34 more than her share. 
The figures reveal another interesting 
fact. The States holding more offices 
than they are entitled to are all in the 
East. Those having less than their 
quota are all in the West and South. 
Connecticut, Maine, New Hampshire, 
Maryland, New York, Vermont and Vir- 
ginia have 802 too many. A group of 
great Western States, including Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan have 
1,275 less than they are entitled to hold 
under their quotas. As for the South, 
there is not a State in that section below 
Virginia which has its quota in the Fed- 
eral offices. Texas alone is entitled to 
©35 offices more than her citizens hold. 
And under the doctrine of life tenure 
this sectional discrimination is to con- 
tinue and be made permanent. It is not, 
‘in view of such condtions, surprising that 
bills to repeal a law under which such 
abuses have been not only tolerated, but 
encouraged, should find many supporters 


in and out of Congress. 
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THE BOLTERS KEPT STILL. 

In the able and thoroughly Democrat- 
‘fe address of Democratic State Chairman 
Cook before the City Democratic Com- 
mittee, he declared that no man, not a 
“regular” Democrat, was entitled to par-" 
ticipate in the meeting. No man, said 
Mr. Cook, whose Democratic loyalty is 
open to doubt, should take part in any 
Democratic party conference or be a 
member of any party committee. 

A clearer invitation to those members 
of the committee who bolted the party 
last year, to withdraw from the meeting 
and resign from the committee could not 
have been extended. Not one of them, 
however, acted upon the suggestion 80 
forcibly conveyed.

“A CASE OF EXTRA DRY.” 
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| zt Comity for Corporations, 


From the New York Journal. 

The fact is sometimes lost sight of that 
a corporation is permitted to do business in 
other States than that of its origin as a mat- 
ter of comity and not of right. The United 
States Supreme Court in an unbroken 
line of decisions on this subject, from that 
delivered by Chief Justice Taney to those 
of Justice Field, has declared that a corpo- 
ration is only recognized in a foreign juris- 
diction by comity. The corporation being 
a mere creation of locai law, can have no 
legal existence beyond the limits of the s0V- 
ereignty under which it was created. ‘Ine { 
Court of Appeals of this State has held 
with equal unanimity that it is purely a 
question of domestic policy whether foreign 
corporations should be recognized or not, 
anc what that policy is must be determine: 
by an examination of our own legislation. 

The power to “vacate, annul and set 
aside” a certificate procured by a monopo 
listic trust from the Secretary of Siate is, 
therefore, undoubted The only thing ne«ed- 
ed is to show that the combination has been 
doing business in a Way which the laws 
of the State of New York condemn, and 
has been organized for purp ses which are 
not legal in this State. Since foreign cor- 
porations have no right by the law of com- 
ity to do acts within the State which are

NEW YORK, April 17.—The Tribune this 
morning says: There is a prospect of gold 
exports in the near future. It will not be 
surprising if shipments are made within 
the next ten days. Until very recently it 
was thought that no gold would go to Eu- 
rope this year, or, at any rate, until very 
late in the year. The outgo of gold, which 
now seems inevitable, will be due, not to 
conditions in this country, but to the sit- 
uation in London, or, to be more exact, to 
the position in which the Bank of England 
finds itself. The bank has recently sustained 
tremendous losses of gold from its vaults, 
chiefly by reason of withdrawals for trans- 
fer to Austria and Japan, and especially 
to the latter country. The loss in gold bul- 
lion by the bank the last week has been 
1,998,719 pounds or practically $10,000,000, The 
éhipments for the week to Japan and Aus- 
tria were $5,000,000. 

Sterling exchange in New York its almost 
up to the gold exporting point, which is 
calculated to be 4.88% for demand exchange. 
While the posted rate for demand was un- 
changed yesterday the actual rate was ad- 
vanced tc from $4.87%@4.457%. The Bank 
of England's charge for gold bars is about 
l penny an ounce above the normal figur 
and any additional measure which it m:i® 
adopt to protect its own supply of gold 
will almost surely result in gold being 
drawn from Actnerica.

While the orders for the gold will come 
from London, the shipments will probably 
be made to Japan and Austria direct. Ac- 
cordingly a large part of the shipment may 
be made from San Francisco.

FEUD ABOUT TO BREAK OUT. 


McKinley Takes a Stand Against 
Platt’s Dictation in New York 
and Trouble Imminent.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 17.—Will 

President McKinley prove to be another 

Garfield for Senator Platt of New York? 

Will Conrad N. Jordan be the Robertson 
of a new feud between the White House and 
the Republican machine of the Empire 
State? 

Observant Republicans profess to know 
that, while outward signs indicate that the 
relations between the President and Platt 
are still cordial, there is grave danger of an 
open rupture. It may develop as the result 
of the Administration's desire to retain Jor- 
dan as Sub-Treasurer at New York; it may 
not be revealed until later. 

Platt still visits the White House, and is 
“consulted,”’ but the record of New York 
appointments shows clearly to what pur- 


pose. He did not favor Porter’s appoint- 
ment to France. He did not indorse Bliss’ 
selection for the Cabinet. To him Roose- 
velt’s preferment was a é@urprise. He was 
“consulted”’ by McKinley as a precaution 
against any hitch in confirmation by the 
Senate. 

These appointments sorely tried his pa- 
tience, but as Platt wished to be anneilia. 
tory, and as they did not affect the local 
New York patronage, he met the President's 
diplomacy with diplomacy. 

Mr. Platt followed up these advances with 
adroit indirect recommendations for ma- 
chine appointments. His calls were fre- 
quent, and his eagerness to place his hench- 
men soon led him to make direct requests. 
McKinley pleaded press of business and 
announced that no applicant for place need 
expect preferment without Senatorial sanc- 
tion. Platt chuckled to himself and con- 
fided to his New York lieutenants that all 
would be well. 

Then the anti-Platt men began to flock to 
the White House, and had long conferences 
with the President, to the annoyance of 
Platt. This was two weeks ago. His New 
York men began to grow impatient; patron- 
age, not promises, was wanted. Then Platt 
2» a egy his daily pilgrimage to the White 

ouse. 


One week ago Platt determined to force 
matters to an issue, and McKinley’s ob- 
vious reluctance to act on any of his rec- 
ommendations led to some plain talk. Mce- 
Kinley bristled up at his tone of dictation 
and used some plain tatlk, too. 

It was over the Sub-Treasuryship at New 
York. Platt insisted with unusual firmness 
on the appointment of Ellis H. Roberts, 
who held the place under President Harri- 
son. McKinley had naught to say in dero- 
gation of Roberts, but said that the rela- 
tions of Mr. Jordan with the commercial 
and banking interests of New York City 
were such that he was rather disposed not 
to make any change for the present. In 
addition Mr. McKinjey called attention to 
Mr. Jordan’s position as a gold Democrat 
in the campaign. 

Platt said something about his being un- 
able to consistently allow Mr. Jordan to be 
confirmed, if reappointed, without a strug- 
gle. The President. deprecated any such 
course, and added that a way out of the 
difficulty which would not be compromising 
to Mr. Platt might be devised. 

Mr. Platt learned the “easy way out” 
from Secretary of the Treasury Gage. Jor- 
dan will continue to serve as Assistant 
Treasurer without reference to the expira- 
tion of his four-year term of service next 
Wednesday. Mr. Jordan will not be formal- 
ly reappointed, but permitted to continue in 
office under his ptesent commission, which 
is effective until the qualification of his suc- 
cessor. His bond will either be renewed 
or extended, as the legal advisers of the 
preooury Department consider most expe- 
dient, 


By this “easy way out” Senator Platt will 
be given no opporiunity to secure Jordan's 
rejection by the Senate.

The Man Who Fed His Family on 
Horse Flesh Is in the 
City Hospital. 


Richard Gieson, whose poverty was so 
great that he was driven to the extremity 
of feeding his family on horse-flesh to keep 
them from starving, managed to obtain 
money to buy enough whisky to produce a 
well-defined case of delirium tremens, 

He is now confined in the observation 
ward at the City Hospital, where he tells 
a mixed up tale of his misfortunes and 
indiscretions. He was arrested for trying to 
set fire to his home Friday afternoon. 

Gieson lives at the northwest corner of 
Broadway and Osage street. About 4 
o’clock Friday afternoon Frank Cosson of 
2814 South Jefferson avenue passsed the 
house and noticed that it was on fire. He 
turned in an alarm, and the blaze was 
quickly extinguished, with only a nominal 
damage. 

When Policeman Keenan went to Gies- 
on’s to investigate he found him seated in 
the kitchen. He was drunk. The first 
thing he did was to tip the kitchen stove 
over. Fortunately the fire was low, so 
the policeman did not have much difficulty 
in nreventing a second blaze. 

Having arrested Gieson, Keenan searched 
the house. He found in a back room a 
pile of broken furniture saturated with coal 
oil. The pile had not been fired, the blaze 
having started in another part of the 
house. 

Gieson’s brother, Gus, and his sister, Liz- 
zie De Koch, told the officer that Gieson 
had declared he was going to burn the 
house so he could get work. 

Gieson is 35 years old, is married and with 
his wife and four children lives at 3954 
Osage avenue. He is German and does not 
understand English. He is a laborer, but 
says he has been unable to find work all 
winter. A few weeks ago Gieson created 
a sensation by introducing horse flesh in 
his home as an article of food. 

He said a neighbor owned a crippled horse 
and gave it to him. He had no use for the 


animal alive but thought he could ut lize 
the flesh. Accordingly he killed the horse, 
Some 
of it was eaten. Glieson says there was 
nothing distasteful about it. The incident 
found its way into the newspapers and 
the police interfered and took the meat

MEN WILL STRIKE NO MORE. 


Some Western State to Be Selected and 
a Movement Started to Re- 
deem Mankind. 


DEBS’ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 17.—Eugene V. Debs 
writes to the Journal from Terre Haute, 
Ind.: 

The approachingyspecial convention of the 
American Railway Union, to be held at Chi- 
cago beginning the third Tuesday in June, 
promises to be one of the most interesting 
and important convocations of labor repre- 
sentatives held in recent years. ‘There is 
no doubt that radical changes will be made, 
that the order will be vastly broadened in 
its scope and that a progressive and up-to- 
date policy will be adopted. 

The members have long aince realized 
that the old methods Rave been outgrown 
and that nothing more can be accepted on 
present lines; and they have simply been 
Waiting for the full effects of the great 
strike of 1894 to make themselves felt upon 
railroad employes, confident that it would 
result in ripening them for the great change 
which is now contemplated. 

To organize for another strikq were worse 
than folly. At present railroad corporations 
have things their own way so far as em- 
ployes are concerned, and the latter*might 
as well have no organization. If organiza- 
tions are recognized or considered at all, it 
‘s only when they fully and unqualifiedly 
subscribe to the terms made by the corpora- 
tions. Under such arrangements, “harmony 
prevails and the best of feeling exists be- 
tween the companies and their employes.”’ 

In the meantime the capacity of ma- 
chinery is being increased and more and 
more business is being handled with less 
and less men. An army of idle employes, 
the Federal and State soldiers and a sub- 
servient Federal judiciary would perpetuate 
this state of affairs indefinitely. Fortunate- 
ly, however, such object lessons are not 
wholly in vain. Thousands of railway em- 
ployes and all other kinds of workingmen 
who have been the victims of corporate 
supremacy have been using their brains, 
and as a result they propose to adopt new 
tactics, and by the application of common 
sense methods overcome the selfish, sordid 
gang who have monopolized the country 
and the fulness therof and place the peo- 
ple in possession of their own. 


How its this to be done? By uniting the 
workers of the country in a grand co-oper- 
ative scheme in which they shall work to- 
gether in harmony in every branch of in- 
dustry, virtually being their own employers 
and receiving the whole product of their 
labor. The country is ripe for such a 
movement, and I believe the coming con- 
vention of the American Railway Union will 
launch it. It is to be confined to no par- 
ticular class of labor, but all who toil 
are to be admitted without regard to na- 
tionality, sex, color or previous condition 
of servitude. ; 

The primary work will be largely educa- 
tional. Every problem relating to our s0- 
cial, economic, proce and industria] life 
will be examined. Lecturers and organ:zers 
will take the field and enter upon a thor- 
ough canvass of every State of the union. 
Some of the foremost men in thé reform 
movement will head the crusade, and it is 
a foregone conclusion that it will grow 
more rapidly than any organization that 
ever preceded it, and béing founded on the 
intelligence of its membership the growth 
will be healthy and substantial, and it will 
not be long until this movement will be 
one of the determining factors in shaping 
the policy and destiny of the republic. 

Industrial co-operation as the basis of the 
higher type of civilization will be the prin- 
cipal object. It is impossible to enter into 
details so far in advance, but these will 
doubtless adjust themselves at the proper 
time. Upon fundamental, bedrock principles 
a round million of us are agreed. We shall 
unite all our energies to destroy the pres- 
ent capitalistic system, and establish the co- 
operative commonwealth. Under the for- 
mer, which is now in the last stages of ‘‘con- 
sumption,” the country has been brought 
to the verge of ruin, and humanity has been 
degraded beyond the power of language to 
describe. To one whose sensibikties are 
not wholly dead a mere contemplation of 
the horror of our social life is sickening and 
shocking. 


The time has come for social regeneration, 
and this is only possible through a new and 
world-wide change of system, and to inau- 


gurate that change will be the purpose of the 


new movement to be launched soon in the 
great metropolis of the West. Soon af- 
ter the work is under way it is proposed to 
begin active operations in some festern 
State. 

The State will be colonized by our people, 
the leaders will converge there, a_ full 
ticket will be nominated and we will un- 
doubtedly have votes enough to secure com- 
plete possession and control of the State 
Government. We will then establish the 
co-operative commonwealth and the State 

overnment will be in harmony with it. 

he laborless thousands of the country will 
be Invited to the State, and will be given 
equal opportunities with all others to de- 
velop its resources and enjoy “‘life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness.”’ 

There are several estern States in any 
of which all the unemployed of the country 
could, under sane conditions, not only pro- 
vide for themselves, but attain a type of 
civilization compared with which the pres- 
ent: would appear like cannibalism. 

From one State the new life will rapidly 
overlap boundary lines and permeate others, 
and thus the tide will sweep in all di- 
rections until the old barbaric system has 
been destroyed and the republic is redeemed 
and disenthralled, and is in fact the land 
of a free and happy people.

BRUTAL BURGLARS. 


| Robbed a New Hampshire Bank and 


Killed the Cashier. 


SOMERSWORTH, N. H., April 17.—While 
resisting the entry of two desperate rob- 
bers and during a heroic struggle to pro- 
tect $150,000 or more money and securities 
in the open vault of the Great Falls Na- 
tional Bank of Somersworth, _ yesterday, 
Cashier Joseph A, Stickney was brutally 
murdered near the desk which he had oc- 
cupied for years. After killing Stickney, 
the murderers ransacked the vault and fled 
with all the cash it contained, with the 
exception of a gold lece. AS near 
as can be estimated about $6,000 was taken. 

The robbers, after knocking Stickney 
down with a blackjack, cut his throat. 
The most remarkable feature of the rob- 
bery is the fact that $100,000 in bonds of 
the United States, which were kept in one 
of the drawers of the big vault, and which 
the robbers evidently examined hastily, 
were not taken. Neither was any of the 
negotiable paper and _ securities of the 
bank—in fact, nothing is missing except the 


cash.

MARKETS BY TELEGRAPH. 


CHICAGO, April 17.—Wheat opened rather easy 
this morning, first few sules of May being gener- 
ally at a slight decline.

THEY ALL PROTEST. 


Representatives of Texas Roads Object 
to Special St. Louis Rates, 


AUSTIN, Tex., April 17.—The Interstate 

Commission took up the case of the St. 
Louis Business Men’s League this morning 
wherein they are asking for a reduction in 
less than car load rates from St. Louis to 
Texas and Southern points. Several rail- 
road representatives were placed on the 
stand and the trend of their testimony was 
that a granting of these requests would not 
only work a hardship on the roads but was 
a request asked only from a selfish stand- 
point by St. Louis jobbers. 
, It was testified that an enforcement of less 
than car loads rates on freight from St. 
Louls defined territory to Texas common 
points would not only entail a direct loss 
to the roads on freight, but would~entail 
an addition loss in operating expenses as 
it would require an additional expenditure 
of 3 to 3 per cent to handle in this form 
with no increase in revenue. 

It was further said that the granfing of 
this request was against the interest of the 
roads and the jobbers of Texas that the 
present rate of car lots had been secured 
after a long consideration of the problem, 
and that jt had been amicably settled to the 
satisfaction of the Interstate Commission, 
the Texas Commission, the jobbers and the 
railroad, and any change would create not 
only confusion, but would be materially un- 
just to every one save the St. Louis jobber 
who would profit by the discomfort an 
pecuniary loss of everybody else.

A HANDSOME TEMPLE. 


Work Has Been Resumed on the 
‘ Church of St. Francis Xavier. 


Work has been resumed on the Church 
of St. Francis Xavier, Grand and Lindell 
avenue, after a delay of eighteen months. 
It is the intention now to push the Auditor- 
ium to completion as rapidly as possible, 
though there is no probability it can be 
used before the first of next February. The 


work was stopped over a year ago, owing 
to the exhaustion of the funds, but this evil 
has been corrected and no further delay 
is anticipated. 
With the exception of the steps the ex- 
terior is about finished. It has been decided 
not to undertake completing the tower and 
Steeple at this time. The original plans have 
been modified somewhat, particularly rel- 
oa to the approaches to the main vesti- 
ules, , 
Instead of the small walls flush with the 
pavement around a portion of the north 
side, and the whole front, two flights of six 
Steps each will be put in, giving the same 
effect as that of the church of St. Gudule 
at Brussels, Belgium. This modification will 
give the whole structure an appearance sim- 
ilar to that of the famous European edifice. 
The inside will closely resemble the Church 
of Notre Dame of Paris, with its rounded 
columns, triforium and cleve story win- 
dows. The details of ornamentation .are 
continental, with the exception of the 
column capitals, which follow the early En- 
glish style. Other small details, such as 
rounded windows, lofty arched ceiling, ir- 
regular decoration, suggest early England, 
making the structure in this respect a 
novelty in church architecture se far as 
America is concerned. 
The lathing is now under way, and all the 
plaster work will be completed early in No- 
vember. Some time will be consumed in 
laying the marble floor. After that the 
furnishing will only take a week or two. To 
fit the church for occupancy it will be nec- 
essary to expend between $90,000 and $100,000 
on the interior alone. With what has been 
paid out, the cost of the church with tower 
uncompleted will be nearly $500,000. 
Work was begun over fourteen years ago, 
and until the financial panic had sufferea 
no interruption.
